The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 8 has been amended to recite the following: 

Claim 8 (currently amended) A method of forming the resin bonded rare earth magnet of claim 

II, comprising: 

providing the magnet body by compression molding the first thermosetting resin and the 
particles of the rare earth-transition metal alloy powder having the particle size between 20 to 
300 microns; 

directly filling a mixture of the filling material with the particle size between 0.1 and 15 
microns and the second thermosetting resin in powder form in depressions between the particles 
of the metal alloy powder and heat curing the powdered thermosetting resin to fix the filling 
material in the depressions such that the surface of the filled magnetic body has a surface 
roughness of less than 3 microns; and applying the corrosion inhibiting coat to the surface of the 
filled magnetic body. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
JP'013 teaches a resin bonded rare earth magnet comprising a magnet body compression molded 
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from a mixture of rare-earth transition metal alloy magnet powder 1 and a thermosetting epoxy 
binder, and soft metal powders embedded into the depressions or openings 2 present between the 
magnetic particles 1 on the face of the magnet body to flatten the front face of the magnet body, 
and then coated with a thin resinous coat layer such as an epoxy resin of 10 micrometers or less, 
preferably at least 3 micrometers. JP'013 does not teach or render obvious that the soft metal 
filler particles are only present in the depressions of the magnet body wherein the surface of the 
resulting filled magnet body has a surface roughness of less than 3 microns and the corrosion 
inhibiting coat applied to the magnet body is in contact with both the powdered magnetic 
particles and the fiUing material
